And 
still others imagine that because they 
have 
performed [some i'rite they have 
made their calling" and election sure. 
No, no; all this*is too;easy. 


your device is too easy. 
No, we must ac­ 
cept Him as our friend, our brother, our 
teacher, our leader. 
It is one thing to 
say that you accept Christ; it is another 
thing to follow Him. 
Again we are informed that we must be 
converted. 
By which is meant a certain 
emotional experience. 
Some men are 
converted in that way. 
But others are

But when it conies to 
the actual doing;of good—the practice of 
religion—they are, on the whole, quite as 
genuine, and in| some ways better, than 
the men in thejchurch. I do not cast any 
slur on the church.^M any of the men on 
the outside should come in, but I do 
think the church has£ made one type of 
piety, one cast of nund too important, in 
that it excludes ”or casts others into 
shadow. 
And this ought not to be. 
One thing the church does need: more 
men of 
red blood. 
W e have quite 
enough; of 
the 
I-am-better-than-thou 
spirit—that intolerable vanity of vanities. 
The church lays too much stress on rites 
and rules:“on “mint, anise and cummin.” 
(Matt. 23:23).

W arsaw, March 27.—A bomb 
was 
thrown in to the carriage of Baron Von 
Nolken , chief of police of Warsaw, at 
8 o’clock last even in g. 
The attack on 
Baron von Nolken was the result of 
an elaborate con spiracy of the revolu­ 
tion ary party. 
Shortly before 8 p. m. 
an elegan tly d ressed man wen t to the 
police station at Praga, a large suburb 
of W arsaw, on the other sid e of the 
Vistula, an d threw a bomb in to the 
Bssembly room of the station , woun d in g 
six person s, two of them d an gerous­ 
ly. The man started to run away, but 
was caught by the captain of the sta­ 
tion . 
He was foun d to be a Jew, but 
his id en tity has n ot yet been d iscov­ 
ered . 


S eco n d Ito in h la T h ro w n . 
A telephon e message was Immed iate­ 
ly sen t to Baron von Nolken at the j 
city hall, In formin g him of the out- j 
rage. Baron von Nolken , accompan ied j 
by a police official, took a carriage 
an d started 
immed iately for Praga. 
When passin g the castle where 
the 
govern or gen eral resid es a man stan d ­ 
in g on the pavemen t threw a bomb at 
the carriage. 
Baron von Nolken , who 
was sittin g on the sid e n earest the as­ 
sailan t received the full charge of the 
bomb, while his compan ion escaped un ­ 
hurt. Tin * coachman was thrown from 
the box an d the carriage was smashed . 
Baron von Nolken was removed to the 
city hall, an d d octors were summon ed 
who foun d he had received in juries on 
the head , n eck, arm an d leg which are 
believed to be serious.

Mean while the police official accom­ 
pan yin g Baron von Nolken saw the 
bomb thrower fleein g, an d pursued an d 
caught up with him, but the crimin al 
proved the stron ger an d tore himself 
away. 
An other policeman fired twice 
after him without result. H alf an hour 
later a man was foun d d ead In Sowia 
street, but Iip proved to he a plain ­ 
clothes policeman who was seen pur­ 
suin g Baron von Nolken ’s assailan t. 
The police believe that the latter turn ed 
on the policeman an d shot him d ead . 
Baron von Nolken 's in juries are seri­ 
ous. but it is thought that he will re­ 
cover. 
A girl who was passin g the 
spot when tlie bomb was thrown was 
woun d ed by splin ters, an d had to be 
taken to the hospital.
